“I remember there would be times 
we would not be talking to each 
other because we had disagreed - 
and I think he might have been 
right - about poetry,” said Alan. 

“He took a more romantic 
approach. He had a great love of 
John Clare. I think Dominic had to 
find his own voice.” 

The book includes a seven page 
foreword by Alan in which he says 
Dominic’s “words speak of an 
almost-gone emotional reality, a 


since subsided proletarian warmth, 
an honesty entirely unafraid of sen¬ 
timent, a great clarity of the heart.” 

In Spring Lane School there is a 
noticeboard displaying laminated 
pictures of Alan and Dominic to 
encourage the pupils which they 
are both very proud to feature on. 

Alan jokes; “I should point out that 
Dominic got there without the help 
of a global media campaign!”

“It’s sad that he is being like 
this as I have been spokesper¬ 
son for housing since 1993 
and I have a lot to contribute.” 

Cllr Mary Markham, cabi¬ 
net member for housing, said: 
“Decisions made by the board 
of NPH have the potential to 
affect the lives of thousands 
of residents in the town, and 
because of that directors are 
expected to act responsibly 
and with integrity. We have a 
duty of care to residents, and 
those who we nominate to 
the board must be suited to 
the role.”

Alan Moore has challenged 
the world’s great religions to 
“clean up their act” in the 
wake of the murder of car¬ 
toonists on the Charlie 
Hebdo magazine in France. 

The Northampton writer 
and comic book creator has 
delivered a stark challenge 
for religion to put its house 
in order. 

He said: “It is probably 
time for something to be 
done with regard to mono¬ 
theistic religion cleaning up 
its act. It is not about Islam, 
Jews or Christians. If you 
come from the position that 
there is only one God and 
He’s yours then only one 
thing can happen when you 
meet someone who thinks 
differently. It is not rocket 
science although as we 
have seen in Afghanistan, 
rocket science will probably 
enter into it. 

“I am not saying people 
should not be free to join 
whichever religion they 
choose but should we be 


forced to live our lives 
around a belief system that 
originated somewhere 
around the fourth or fifth 
century BC. I cannot see 
any more reason to base a 
belief system around 
Christianity, Judaism or 
Islam than I can around 
Lord of the Rings.” 

Alan issued a direct chal¬ 
lenge to the moderates of all 
faiths not to tolerate ser¬ 
mons of hate. 

He said: “The majority of 
followers in Christianity, 
Judaism and Islam are 
moderates but it is time for 
those people to step up. The 
problems that your radicals 
are causing are creating 
quite a mess in your own 
backyard. It does not reflect 
well on the Abrahamic reli¬ 
gions. Couldn’t organisa¬ 
tions with this much fear 
and intimidation associated 
with them be classed as 
mafiosi and be dismantled 
by the authorities? If you 
don’t do this yourselves 


then you will live your lives 
forever tainted with these 
terrible crimes against 
humanity.” 

Afiz Ali, chairman of 
Northampton Central 
Mosque, has urged people 
to realise Islam is a ‘peace¬ 
ful religion’ that does not 
teach anyone to kill. 

“It is very sad what has 
happened in Paris. Our 
prayers are with the families 
of those who died and are 
with the people of Paris and 
France. 

“The barbaric killings are 
not acceptable in any shape 
or form. The Muslim com¬ 
munity in Northampton and 
round the world is absolute¬ 
ly shocked by what they 
have seen.”

Prescott: ‘It 
was mayhem’

Former deputy Prime 
Minister John Prescott 
said he was left shocked 
by the conditions at 
Northampton General 
Hospital during a visit 
to see his ill sister. 

Mr Prescott, who was a 
Labour MP for 40 years, 
visited the hospital ear¬ 
lier this month to see his 
ill sister Viv, 70, who was 
being treated after a 
heart attack. 

Writing in the Sunday 
Mirror, Lord Prescott 
said he saw dozens of 
patients, many elderly, 
‘confused and fright¬ 
ened’, on trolleys 
‘crammed in every 


direction’. He said he 
saw external doors 
flapped open every 
time a new patient was 
brought in, which was 
letting in cold. 

He said: “As a politician, 
you get to hear about 
problems in the NHS, 
but I wasn’t prepared for 
the shock of seeing all 
the beds in the corridors. 

“I’ve seen elderly peo¬ 
ple waiting before but 
nothing like this. I saw 
anxiety in people’s faces 
- the fear and anger that 
they are waiting and the 
uncertainty - and I real¬ 
ised the doctors and 
nurses have to deal with 
that every day. 

“It wasn’t just the A&E 
centre. They had spilled 
out into corridors where 


the nurses were getting 
on with treating 
patients.” 

Lord Prescott said as he 
left the hospital he kept 
thinking of ‘one particu¬ 
lar frail patient’. 

He said: “It was an 
elderly lady. She was 
confused and was look¬ 
ing at me as she waited 
in the corridor asking, 
‘Why?’ I came out saying 
we owe it to that face 
painted on my mind.” 

Lord Prescott’s experi¬ 
ence at the hospital 
comes at a time when 
the hospital is experi¬ 
encing its busiest ever 
winter. 

The hospital is now on 
‘red alert’ as it struggles 
to cope with the surge of 
patients.

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‘Let’s leave roundabout lights switched off 


A senior county councillor is calling for a bold 
experiment to be carried out on St Peter’s Way 
roundabout. 

Cllr Brendan Glynane, leader of the Liberal 
Democrats on Northamptonshire County Council, 
wants the traffic lights to remain switched off. 

Earlier this month the authority turned the 
signals off as new ones and cabling need to be 
installed. 

While work is taking place, the roundabout will 
operate conventionally as opposed to a signal 
controlled junction. 

Giveway road markings have been painted and 
lane restrictions are also in place. 

Cllr Glynane said: “I think this is a real opportu¬ 
nity for an experiment. 

“By that I mean do not switch the traffic lights 
back on. 

“The traffic for whatever reason is flowing very 


well and if we turn them back on it will go back to 
how it was before. 

“Why not take this opportunity to try something 
new. 

“It is not as though this Conservative adminis¬ 
tration does not have a track record of turning out 
lights (street lights).”

Road repairs are

The leader of the Labour group at 
Northamptonshire County Council has 
accused the Conservative-led authority of 
trying to buy people’s votes ahead of the 
General Election. 

Cllr John McGhee feels the roadworks in and 
around Northampton are being done all at 
once by the council to show electors it is doing 
something about the routes around the town. 

He said: “With all these roadworks taking 
place at the same time I think the county 
council (Conservative administration) is try¬ 
ing to buy votes. 

“Northampton is very busy at peak periods 
and all the roadworks are causing people a lot 
of problems.

He said: “Completing roadworks is very 
difficult in terms of keeping everyone happy. 

“I do think a number of these projects are 
being brought forward to before the elections 
(General Election and borough and district 
councils) in May.” 

Cllr Paul Bell, (Conservative) responded to 
Cllr McGhee and said: “These roadworks have 
been planned for ages and Cllr McGhee knows 
that. 

“They have to be done to help with the 
expansion of Northampton. 

“We needed to get them done before areas 
like the new university campus are built. 

“You have to get them done in one go before 
everything is built. 

“It makes life much easier. 

“You need to get the infrastructure done 
before the buildings and jobs.”

The Al-Anon family group 
helped me to cope with 
husband’s drink problem 

For many families the festive season 
will have been a very difficult time, 
particularly if they are trying to cope 
with someone close to them who has 
a serious drinking problem. 

Alcohol will have been flowing free¬ 
ly all around and it will have seemed 
socially acceptable for them to have 
drank to excess. 

The knock on effect for the family 
though is often huge, financially, 
emotionally and sometimes 
physically. 

Christmas in my home for many 
years used to fill me with dread, the 
build up was always stressful and the 
actual day was always ruined either 
because of my husband’s excessive 
drinking or me having to cope with 
him trying to get through the day 
without any. 

Having had one Christmas too 
many to cope with I finally decided I 
needed help. 

I contacted the Al-Anon Family 
Groups helpline who suggested I 
would find support and understand¬ 
ing at one of their weekly meetings. 

I’ll be forever grateful I made the 
decision to go, because what I found 
in the meetings was a great comfort, 
just knowing I wasn’t alone in my 
struggle, that there were others who 
had had similar experiences to my 
own and that after only a few meet¬

A coroner has called for a special 
report from Northants Police 
into why there was a delay in 
them responding to a road 
traffic collision in which an 
82-year-old died.

Mrs Pember was keen to stress 
the time it took for police to 
respond was not a cause in Mr 
Butler’s death but said it could be 
in another case which could be 
vital. 

She added: “This is why I want¬ 
ed it brought to attention.” 

Giving evidence, Inspector 
Simon Hankins said he had 
reviewed the case and all the 
information surrounding how 
the emergency was handled. 

The inquest heard the call 
handler tried to put the location 
into the system which the police 
use but it was struggling to find 


the exact spot from the details 
given. This was key to the slow 
response by police and an officer 
was also not told the incident was 
an emergency. 

No other vehicle was involved in 
the collision which resulted in Mr 
Butler’s death. 

In her evidence, which was read 
out by the coroner, Mr Butler’s 
daughter Kerry Dempsey 
described her father as ‘one in a 
million’. 

She said: “I feel sad I never got to 
say goodbye. 

“He was one in a million but I 
am left with good memories in 
my heart.” 

PC Cliff Wilkins, forensic colli¬ 
sion investigator for Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police who gave 
evidence for his colleague PC 
Gallon, who investigated the 
crash, said Mr Butler could have 
been more tired than he thought 
as he’d had pneumonia. 

He said: “That might explain 
why he was not his usual self. 

“He failed to judge his speed 
coming into the roundabout, 
steered right and was unable to 
control the car and left the road.” 

The coroner recorded a verdict 
of accidental death.

New railway station

Northampton's new railway 
station is finally up and 
running. 

After months of delays, the 
£20 million building opened 
at 4am on Monday. 

Several passengers walked 
through the doors for the 
4.15am train to London 
Euston which left in the 
same fashion as the facility 
arrived - late. 

But still, the slightly 
delayed train departed 
smoothly and the station’s 
opening went the same way 
as it welcomed hundreds of 
passengers through the day. 

The opening was marked 
later on in the morning by 
transport secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin, who unveiled a 
plaque. 

After touring the 
premises, he said: “I’m very 
impressed with the new 
station. I think it’s a huge 
addition to the town, it’s 
going to be very important 
indeed. 

“It already has in excess of 
2.8 million passengers each 
year and with a station like 
this it is bound to become 
more and more popular. 

“We are investing a huge 
amount into the rail system. 
We have gone through a 



period of not investing 
enough money into our rail¬ 
ways, but now we are doing 
so. 

“We are investing £38.5 
billion in the next five years 
in the existing railway net¬ 
works like this station in 
Northampton and also ones 
like Birmingham New Street 
which is a very dilapidated 
station and is in desperate 
need of improvements. We 
are now giving the station 
the improvements it needs 
and we are doing this up and 
down the country. Also, we 
are putting more trains on 
the lines as well, so I hope 
people see the real benefits. 


“This station, along with 
the improvements to roads 
in the county, is going to 
help lift the town’s popular¬ 
ity and make it more impor¬ 
tant. It is going to get the 
town more investments and 
jobs and will provide a long 
term benefit for the econo¬ 
my and the people of 
Northampton.” 

The station didn’t only 
receive a big thumbs up 
from the rail boss, but also 
the passengers. 

Among the commuters the 
H&P spoke to was Simon 
Hunt, 44, of Abington, who 
said: “It’s very nice. 

“It’s clean, big and every-

thing seems very well 
organised. 

“It’s a massive difference 
to the old station. The old 
one was tatty dingy cold - 
it was horrible. 

“This one offers a really 
nice gateway to the town 
and gives a nice impression, 
whereas the old one gave a 
poor impression.” 

The next stage of the 
project will be to demolish 
the old station and turn it 
into a multi-storey car park. 

In the next few weeks, the 
new building will welcome 
a Starbucks, Coffee 
Republic, WHSmith and 
Enterprise car rental store.

Richard Herring sits and 
waits. That is what he does, 
he waits. 

What is he waiting for? As a 
lover of 21st century technol¬ 
ogy he cannot wait to be able 
to use a transporter - such as 
the type seen in the television 
series Star Trek. 

He thinks it would be good 
for cutting down on the time 
it takes to get to your chosen 
holiday destination but not 
great for going to the super¬ 
market as if you could be 
beamed everywhere you’d 
just get lazy. 

This is one comedian who is 
never idle. The 47-year-old 
and his wife are about to 
welcome a new baby into the 
world next month and he is 
on the road with his 
latest comedy show, I Am The 
Lord of the Dance Settee.

Ever wonder why you can't move forward?

Social media, 
on-line shopping, satellite TV - they all help us to 
create diversions from the tasks we really need 
to complete. The constant mind chatter of what 
ifs, maybes, should haves and shouldn't haves 
constantly hijacking your attention yet there is an 
even greater force preventing you from focusing on 
what you need to do. Not only is this greater force 
preventing you from achieving your personal best, 
it is actively destroying your ability to live in the 
moment and enjoy life. 

That greater force is your own mind. 

Do you wish you could switch off that inner 
negative voice? 

Does this sound like you? 

"I just can't seem to concentrate on anything" 
"I'm so anxious. All I ever do is worry. It stops 
me from getting on with stuff". 

Take some time out and try this simple experiment ... 
Sit down. Switch off your phone and any other 
form of technology. Allow yourself just 2 minutes 


to focus on your breathing. When you have 
completed this exercise, pick this article up and 
carry on reading. 

Time up? How many times did your mind wander 
away from your breathing? Maybe you heard a 
noise and couldn't resist the urge to find out what it 
was? Perhaps a colleague or friend said something 
to annoy you and you found yourself brooding 
about it. Quite possibly, you just felt impatient, 
restless and bored. 

You probably found this task more difficult than you 
thought it would be. Focusing the mind on one 
task isn't easy. Our minds are so overloaded; we 
struggle to switch off for the shortest time. 

You find yourself thinking ... 

"I just know what will happen if..." 

Visualise a situation where you have to raise a 
difficult issue or ask for something. Maybe you 
want to ask a favour of an acquaintance or ask your 
boss for a promotion. 

Your imagination takes on a life of its own as you 
imagine yourself engaged in conversation with that 
person. You may feel anxious or angry as you think 
about what will happen - you just know what they 
will say to you. You may even enjoy imagining your 
response as you play the whole scenario out in your 
head - fantasising about how you will respond to 
their criticism or refusal. As the curtain comes down 
on the final scene, you decide that you won't ask 
them after all. It was a silly idea. It would never 
have worked out. 

Now take a step back. Do you really know what 
would of happened? Would that person have 
reacted in the way you imagined? Maybe their 
response would have been different (and more 
positive) to how you assumed it would be. 

Most of us can probably relate to this. It all sounds 
harmless enough, until you imagine how many 
missed opportunities occur because your own 
imagination has rejected the possibility that things 
could have worked out differently. Your negative 


thought process has hoodwinked you into 
believing that good things can't happen to you; 
that things will never change. Suddenly, it doesn't 
sound harmless at all. 

The point where negative thinking becomes 
serious... 

"No matter how hard I try to overcome 
depression, I always seem to end up back at 
square one". 

This is the point at which the negative inner voice 
can wreak the worst damage, adversely affecting 
your health and wellbeing. If you have ever suffered 
a depressive episode, you will know it is difficult 
to overcome. When you hit that moment where 
your depression is starting to lift, ingrained thought 
processes and negative behaviours can limit your 
ability to recover. Worse still, you can find yourself 
slipping back into further depressive episodes or 
heightened anxiety states.

Chris Wilder admitted he didn't see 
David Moyo featuring in his first 
team plans after the 19-year-old 
striker's Sixfields contract was 
ripped up earlier this week. 

Moyo has made only five appear¬ 
ances for the Cobblers this season, 
scoring in his last two back in 
October, but his deal has been can¬ 
celled and he has since signed for 
Conference North neighbours 
Brackley Town where he spent time 
on loan. 

Wilder said the move could help the 
Zimbabwe born teenager, who repre¬ 
sented his country at U23 level, kick- 
start his career and believes it was in 
the youngster’s best interests to move 
on and have the opportunity of regu¬ 
lar football. 

“I was always going to bring the 
numbers down and I didn’t think 
David would get a run in the side,” 
said Wilder. 

“Sometimes you have to make a 
decision, I did and David goes to 
Brackley with our best wishes as he’s 
a good lad. 

“I looked at it, I’ve got Emile 
[Sinclair], I’ve got John-Joe [O’Toole] 
who has been playing, Ivan [Toney] 
to come back in and Marc Richards, I 
think sometimes you’ve got to make 
decisions for the players as well. 

“There’s going to be a ridiculous 


amount of players at the end of the 
season who’ll be without football 
clubs and David does really need to 
play football. 

“If he does well that’s great and he 
kick-starts his career but for him to 
just be hanging around the place, be 
a sub or not in the squad, I don’t 


think that’s right for David and for us 
and we move on.” 

It has been a busy first half of the 
January transfer window with Moyo 
one of eight players to depart Sixfields 
in the past two weeks, with Jason 
Taylor, Brendon Moloney and Ricky 
Holmes coming in. 


Wilder said he expects to have com¬ 
pleted his transfer dealings for the 
month, but revealed that he is always 
on the look-out if anyone becomes 
available who can improve the 
squad. 

“I think sometimes it comes to a 
point where you’ve got to have a set¬ 


tled group of players but you’ve 
always got to try and look if some¬ 
thing comes up that you think can 
make you better,” he said. 

“I don’t think I’d be doing my job to 
just say that’s us done and think 
we’re the finished article because 
we’re not. There is still a lot of work to 
be done.” 

The Cobblers ended a run of six 
League Two matches without a vic¬ 
tory when they won 2-0 at Exeter City 
on Saturday, and are now two games 
unbeaten after the 1-1 draw with 
Southend United. 

Wilder’s men climbed from 20th to 
16th in the division thanks to the 
Grecians success, easing fears that 
they will be sucked into a relegation 
battle ahead of the visit of Dagenham 
& Redbridge on Saturday. 

The Londoners are currently below 
the Cobblers in the table so, on paper 
at least, represent a good opportuni¬ 
ty for Northampton to continue their 
resurgence in results and move fur¬ 
ther up the league. 

“We’ve had two really good results 
and performances have been lifted,” 
said Wilder. 

“We need to keep that standard and 
see if we can raise the bar on the 
training ground and in terms of the 
quality of the squad.” 

The Cobblers have never lost 
against Dagenham, winning eight of 
the club’s nine previous meetings, 
including a crucial 3-0 win in the 
battle against relegation in April and 
a 2-0 triumph in the early stages of 
this season.

Chris Wilder's Cobblers cull looks to have 
stopped the rot after Northampton won 2-0 at 
Exeter City. The win followed the “Black 
Tuesday'' clear- out that saw Kelvin Langmead, 
Alex Nicholls and Ricky Ravenhill shown the 
door with victory putting to an end a six game 
winless run. 

Cobblers boss Wilder had the luxury of nam¬ 
ing a starting 11 unchanged from the one that 
claimed a worthy draw against Southend 
United the previous week at Sixfields. That 
meant a prime role for John-Joe O’Toole behind 
Marc Richards in a 4-4-1-1 with Lawson D’Ath 
and loanee Ricky Holmes looking to work the 
right and left wings respectively. 

This side appeared a damn sight more bal¬ 
anced than some of the hotchpotches that 
Wilder has produced in the past as Brendan 
Moloney (loaned from Yeovil Town) and left- 
back Evan Horwood looked to overlap their 
wingers going forwards. 

Joel Byrom, Cobblers’ southpaw playmaker, 
partnered Jason Taylor, the no-nonsense cen¬ 
tral midfielder, while Ryan Cresswell and Lee 
Collins made up a solid Cobblers spine in the 
centre back-positions. 


City supremo Paul Tisdale made 
one change to the starting line-up 
from the previous weekend’s loss 
to Accrington Stanley as ex-Cob- 
bler Nicholls, who signed an 
18-month contract at St James 
Park on Tuesday, was benched and 
replaced by David Noble. 

The Grecians could have had the 
lead inside three minutes as 
Cobblers keeper Matt Duke was 
left at the mercy of an onrushing 
Tom Nichols after a Lee Collins 
comedy slip. Lortunately, Nichols’ 
shot was tame and Duke’s hand 
strong as he dived low to his left to 
tip the ball out for a corner. 

A strong start for the team in red 
and white and City could have 
emphasised their advantage via 
another chance for Nichols who 
somehow saw his chip over a 
pedestrian Duke spin wide. 

However, Northampton have 
started to show resilience of late 
and took the lead via League Two’s 
leading marksman Marc Richards. 

Moloney sent in a lush bending 
20th minute cross that O’Toole 
flicked on for a lurking Richards to 
dispatch at the back stick for his 
13th goal of the season. 

O’Toole went one further nine 
minutes later by showing Nichols 
done. Chunky O’Toole wasn’t going

er James Hamon and slid the ball past the surg¬ 


ing stopper for a 2-0 Cobblers lead. 

Perhaps Wilder’s hairdryer treatment 
did hirsute O’Toole some good with the 
midfielder showing improved condition 
having washed form troubles right out 
of his hair. 

Cobblers had various chances to put 
the tin hat on a decent away display in 
the second half with, variously, O’Toole 
and Holmes missing decent opportuni¬ 
ties with head and feet. The attacking 
quartet of Richards, O’Toole, Holmes 
and D’Ath will provide a threat in com¬ 
ing matches. 

Exeter undoubtedly missed star Matt 
Grimes who signed for Swansea City 
and looked defeated at 2-0 with Alex 
Nicholls denied the quandary of cele¬ 
brating against his old club by nodding 
a late header straight at Duke. 

It’s, a long overdue bright-spot for 
Northampton fans in an otherwise 
gloomy January and one that was made 
even sweeter with the mother of all 
Twitter meltdowns from Peterborough 
chairman Darragh MacAnthony after 
rivals Posh’s 2-0 home defeat to 
Colchester United.

Jim Mallinder admits an impres¬ 
sive Sale Sharks stopped 
Northampton from gaining any 
kind of foothold at the AJ Bell 
Stadium as the English champi¬ 
ons fell to a chastening 20-7 
defeat on Saturday. 

The result means Saints head 
into Sunday evening’s crunch 
European Rugby Champions Cup 
clash at Pro 12 leaders Ospreys on 
a low note and big improvements 
are needed if they are to reach the 
quarter finals. 

Saints had been motoring along 
as the Premiership’s top try-scor¬ 
ers this season with a total of 47 
from 12 rounds, but Sale hardly 
gave them a sniff. 

A bullying set-piece and a typi¬ 


cally flashy performance from fly- 
half Danny Cipriani proved the 
difference, with Eifion Lewis- 
Roberts and Dan Braid touching 
down for tries off the back of well- 
worked mauls - Teimana 
Harrison’s late Saints score prov¬ 
ing a mere consolation. 

With pool five in Europe finely 
poised, Saints leading with 15 
points ahead of French side Racing 
Metro who have 14, there is no 
room for error this weekend. 

Racing are highly likely to win 
against Italians Treviso, who have 
yet to pick up a point, in their 
game which puts added emphasis 
on the Saints getting a positive 
result in Swansea with only the 
pool winners guaranteed a spot in 
the last eight. 

Northampton will still rule the 
roost when the Premiership 
returns in four weeks but 
Mallinder, who watched his side 
lose for the first time in seven 


games, knows his men must 
improve for their trip to the 
Liberty Stadium, where they will 
face a side who are unbeaten on 
home turf this season. 

“We look at our game and it 
wasn’t good enough,” said the 
director of rugby. 

“I think we accept that particu¬ 
larly in the first half we were pret¬ 
ty poor, I think a lot of that comes 
from Sale’s good play. Defensively 
we need to look at that. 

“We are top of the league, which 
is good, but there are still parts of 
the game we need to work on, as 
always. We have got to put this 
behind us, it is a blip, we are not 
happy with it, but we will live to 
fight another day.” 

Northampton may have enjoyed 
a slightly different day out without 
a depleted second-row however, 
with Mallinder forced into a rash 
of changes with Courtney Lawes, 
Christian Day, Samu Manoa and 


James Craig all missing. He will be 
hoping for a stronger squad to pick 
from ahead of the trip to Wales. 

Mallinder added: “You need 
players in special positions and 
one of those special positions is 
big, tall heavy men in the second 
row - unfortunately we ran out of 
them. 

“I will be putting quite a lot of 
pressure on our medics and hope¬ 
fully we will have them back.” 

Meanwhile, prop Salesi Ma’afu 
faces a ban under the totting up 
procedure after registering one 
yellow card and two level one cit¬ 
ings this season. 

The 31-year-old Australian was 
due to have his case heard by an 
RFU Disciplinary Panel after pick¬ 
ing up his second citing against 
Sale on Saturday. 

Ma’afu was notably sent off for 
punching Leicester’s Tom Youngs 
in last season’s Premiership semi¬ 
final at Franklin’s Gardens. 


Falcon Brookes flies 
in from Newcastle

Saints have announced the signing of 
England prop Kieran Brookes from 
Newcastle Falcons - and believe they are 
continuing the club’s tradition of nurtur¬ 
ing young English talent. 

The 24-year-old tighthead will arrive 
from Northampton’s Premiership rivals 
ahead of the 2015/16 season. 

He will be seen as a replacement for 
Toulon bound prop Salesi Ma’afu and will 
depart to the obvious disappointment of 
the Falcons. 

“Kieran has steadily risen through the 
various England representative teams 
and has shown his quality at each level, 
building up experience along the way,” 
said Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder. 

“However, while we believe that he can 
contribute a great deal to our squad we 
also think that Kieran has a lot more to 
come, and we are looking forward to see¬ 
ing him develop as a player at Franklin’s 
Gardens.” 

Brookes has six caps for England, and 
while the Lancashire born player repre¬ 
sented both England Saxons - who he 
helped win the 2011 Churchill Cup - and 
England U20 he turned out for Ireland at 
U18 and U19 level before switching to his 
native country. 

He made his Premiership debut for the 
Falcons in 2009 and then switched to 
Leicester Tigers, where he endured a frus¬ 
trating two year injury hit spell between 
2011 and 2013. 

This saw him head back to Newcastle 
where his stock has risen and risen. 

“I’m looking forward to joining 
Northampton Saints next season,” 
Brookes said. “Their record over the last 
few seasons speaks for itself and I’m 
under no illusions of the quality of squad 
I’m going into and the challenge that pre¬ 
sents. 

“I’ve really enjoyed my time at the 
Falcons and in particular working with 
John Wells and Micky Ward, both of whom 
have helped me massively, and in the 
meantime all my efforts will be concen¬ 
trated on helping us finish as high up the 
league as we can.” 

Newcastle revealed that they had spent 
ten months trying to convince Brookes to 
stay but negotiations had eventually bro¬ 
ken down. 

“We’re obviously disappointed to see 
Kieran head to Northampton, as we would 
have liked him to stay here, at the club 
that has helped him to develop into the 
full England international that he is 
today,” said Falcons Director of Rugby 
Dean Richards. 

“Attempts were made to retain Kieran 
over a ten month period but during the 
course of the negotiations it became clear 
that he and his agent were looking to 
move.” 

Brookes joins Munster back JJ Hanrahan 
in signing for Saints ahead of the 2015/16 
campaign.

Chris Wilder wants to establish a devel¬ 
opment squad at Northampton Town 
ahead of next season, to provide a pool 
of players for future first team progres¬ 
sion. 

The Cobblers pulled out of the Football 
League reserve competition back in 
2009 and although Wilder doesn’t expect 
to re-join a development league, he is 
keen for the club to establish a second 
tier squad. 

Town’s manager believes they can pick 
up players released by bigger clubs and 
give them a second chance in the profes¬ 
sional game, as well as providing a route 
for young players knocking on the door 
of the first team. 

“We want there to be a pathway for 
young players to come through and I’ve 
spoken to the chairman about a devel¬ 
opment squad,” said Wilder. 

“Players like Lawson [D’Ath] who’ve 
come in from the bigger clubs, who find 
themselves without a club and looking 
for employment, that’s what I’d like to do 
next year, with maybe five or six of them 
to make that a bigger group. 

“I believe there is a group of young 
players from Premier League and 
Championship clubs that maybe just 


drift and go through even our league. 

“So if we’re there and we’ve got a struc¬ 
ture as a football club to catch them, 
dust them down and get them going 
again, there’s a way we can add to our 
first team squad and be nice and strong.” 

Wilder admitted that the Cobblers 
needed to improve certain aspects of 
their off the field infrastructure to be 
able to implement the plan, including 
the creation of a dedicated training 
facility which the club currently lack. 

But with the Cobblers looking to solve 
those issues, Wilder said the move could 
lessen the need to rely on short term 
loan signings, as well as providing play¬ 
ers who could be sold for a profit. 

“I think that comes along with making 
sure we have a permanent training 
ground, which I know the chairman’s 
extremely keen on and working hard on 
securing for us,” said Wilder. 

“If we’re going to go down that road of 
getting younger players in, working with 
them and developing them, it not only 
saves you money, it saves you bringing in 
lots of loan players. 

“It provides you with assets as well, in 
our first team now you have [Lewis] 
Hornby, the likes of [Ivan] Toney, who 
we’ve had a club record bid for, and 
Lawson as well.”
